Bhomo—Bamaw, would be the hotter way of 
writing it, paev tho guod peoplo who aociale 
phoneticiam with bloodguiltinoss—is 4 poor 
onough place just now, but in ton yoars’ time it 
may be very much bigger than Mandalay, ‘Che 
inhabitanta.of two adjoining conntrieg may be 
‘oredited with knowing which is the hest way by 
whiok they cau commanicate with one anothar. 
For otnturies tho main caravan tonte, “tha gold 
and ailvor road,” as it his boon called till ra aro 
waary of tho title, between Barmah and Wostern 
China, has boen that‘over-the hills from Bamaw 
along the valley of the Tapeng river, Thoa- 
baw’s casual way of collecting revonue, the main 
foature of which wna the lovying of the poll ‘tax 
too or three times in the twelvemonth, whonoyer 
the Royal-lotterioas showad @ falling-off in ro- 
cnipts, and his utter inability to keup the hill 
tribes in ofder, have woefully reduend the com- 
‘mervial importance of the last placo which the 
Irrawaddy Aotitln steamers callat. Things came 
to such o pass that just o yoar ago Bamuy was 
sotnally seized by a combined band'of Kachins— 
that ja mora phonatis, if not so seiantilic, ny Kak- 
yans—and brigand Chinamen, supposed to ba act- 
lng: uudor the orders of Li Si-tai, the mardarer 
of Morgary.

the incidents of Sheridan, early life in Lon- 
don, whon hia famous plays were produced, 
are familiar to the readers fromthe biogra- 
phies of Moore and othera. It mayb said 
that bis remarkable wife showed powers of 
serious application and of devotion to ber 
. duties. She was always, however, of frail 
health, and a lifa of dissipation was not like. 
‘ly to fortify het. No¥ did Sheridan, aa he 
was drawn into politics and dissipation, show 
himself worthy of so accomplished. and 
elegant a ereature, He was thoroughly 
selfish, devoted to his own pleasures, and 
regardless of cthera in their puravit, It hag, 
morcover, been glossed over, but was known 
to many, that he was snything but a king 
husband, though it has been supposed that 
he was devoted to her. Mr. Smyth, the 
tutor of his gon, learned from Mrs. Canning, 
who lived in the village near bis place at 
Wanstead, that be “ would tease and irritate 
Mrs. Sheridan until she was ready to dash 
her head agdinst the wall.” She bas sean 
her .burst jnto tears and leave tha room, 
Then the scene changed, and the wall seamed 
as likely to receive his bead na hers. About 
tho-end of the yearn 1791 the well-known 
Madame de Gentia tad came to town, attend- 
“ed by her pupil, tho Duko of Orleans’
